At the beginning he
tries to awe and inspire the French people |
by reminding them that the present crisis
is one of those ‘‘solemn moments, when the
national honor, violently excited, gathers
itself up irresistibly, rises above all other
interests, and applies itself with the single
purpose of directing the destinies of the
nation.”

In the words which we have just quoted
may be seen the Emperor’s purpose to divert
the attention of Frenchmen from themselves
and the late dissemsions in France whose |
mutterings have not yet died away. He sub-
stantially says:—*‘Frenchmen, there is danger
ahead! A foreign foe threatens your nation!
Forget everything else! To the rescue of
France !”
